Even with the genetic evaluation pro- 
cedure changes that were made, (genetic 
information is now calculated using the 
Animal Model) a member of the Cow 
Performance Index (CPI) list has a CPI 
over +500. Three registered Guernseys 
cows nave CPI's over +400, up two from 
the January 1989 listing, while 19 indi- 
viduals have aJuly 1989 CPI in the +300 
range. The lowest CPI value a cow could 
receive to qualify for the “top 300” is 
+192. 

The CPI information on these cows is 
calculated semi-annually by the United 
States Department of Agriculture (USDA) 
based on a 3:3: 1 ratio of Predicted Trans- 
mitting Ability Dollars (PTA$) and Pre- 
dicted Transmitting Ability Cheese Yield 
Dollars ($CY) plus Predicted Transmit- 
ting Ability for Type (PTAT). 

To appear on this elite list, cows are 
screened by USDA using the following 
criteria. 

1. Must have an average of four lactations 
in management groups including their own 
across lactations. 

2. Must have calved on or after April 1, 
1987. 

3. Apparently alive according to last ter- 
mination code. 

4. Must have been appraised by an official 
American Guernsey Association (AGA) ap- 
praiser. 

5. Must have a PRO$ value of $98 which 
ranks them in 98% of the breed. 

Such screening makes this list a 
summary of current cows rather than a 
historical summary. 

Top 10 CPI Cows 

For the fifth consecutive CPI listing, 
Foxie of Red Fir once again starts the 
breed’s high-CPI list. This 90-point 
Maurana Wis Telestar daughter has a 
CPI of +570 and a PTAT +1.0. Her com- 
plete July 1989 production index is 
+2,173M +116F +$307 +32P +$321P. 

Continuing her climb upwards is the 
number-two CPI cow, Cleverlands Teles- 
tar Yuppy. A Very Good Telestar daugh- 
ter “Yuppy” moved up four slots from the 
January listing with a CPI of +489. She 
sports indexes of +1,854M +102F +$267 
+71P+$279P. 

With an index of +1,912M+94F +$258 
+48P +$243P, PTAT +2.0 and a CPI of 
+453, Spring Walk Ettas Ginger makes 
her debut onto this listing. This 87-point 
Welcome Choice Admiral daughter is 
third on the July 1989 list.

Falling two slots 
from the April listing is Golden Meadows 
Onwards Nadine. She has a CPI of +362 
which is just eight points higher than 
Fauver Hill Tel Odette’s CPI of +354. This 
Excellent newcomer to the list rounds 
out the top 10 high-CPI cows for the July 
listing. 

Cow Families 

With the incorporation of the Animal 
Model cow families have taken on a 
stronger importance than in recent years. 
One of the prominent cow families on 
this list are the offspring from Spring 
Walk LH Etta. “Etta” is the dam of Spring 
Walk B T Frank who has six daughters 
on the list. Etta’s daughter, “Ginger” is 
ranked third for CPI, both of these cows 
were bred by Spring Walk Farm of Big 
Prairie, Ohio. 

Myrtledale Farm in Newberry, South 
Carolina, is the home for another CPI 
cow family. Myrtledales Choice Hope, an 
EX-90 Choice daughter has three daugh- 
ters ranked in the top 300 for CPI, 14th, 
20th and 49th. 

The number one CPI cow, Foxie of 
Red Fir has a daughter, Bea Acres Fash- 
ion Foxy that is ranked fourth on the list 
while Firs dam GR-Foe of Red Fir is 
seventh for CPI. 

Sires of the Top Cows 

In what may become a record, Teles- 
tar has sired the most daughters on this 
performance index listing for the sixth 


consecutive year. High-CPI list members 
sired by this bull total 51, or 17 percent 
of the listing. Dutch Mill Telestars Fay- 
ette moves up to the number two spot 
having sired 41 daughters. Twelve per- 
cent, or 36 of the cows have Welcome 
Choice Admiral on the top side of their 
pedigree. 

All bulls with five or more daughters 
in the top 300 for CPI are listed in Table 
A. 

Owners Of The High-CPI Cows 

American’s Dairyland has housed 
more high-CPI cows than any other state 
for the past 18 listings. Wisconsin’s total 
for this July inventory is 52 with Califor- 
nia edging into the number two position 
with 32. Ohio maintains its third-place 
standing with 29 while Minnesota fin- 
ishes close behind with 27. 

With one less cow, Oregon finishes 
fifth, while the Keystone State ends up 
with 23 individuals hailing from within 
its state borders. Washington drops one 
spot from January to seventh with a 
total of 16 cows. Other states which 
house five or more high-CPI cows are 
listed in Table 2. 

Twenty-three dairymen own all or 
part of just over 130 cows which appear 
on the breed’s high-CPI list. William 
Wachtel and family of Spring Walk Farm 
in Big Prairie, Ohio, own 11 members 
which appear on the high-CPI list in- 
cluding the number three cow. Ina close 
second is Thomas A. Griswold Sr. of Ixo- 
nia, Wisconsin, with 10 animals. 

Daniel and Lynn Brubaker from Day- 
ton, Virginia, increased their number of 
CPI cows from the last listing from five to 
eight. Rozelyn Farm of Lynden, Wash- 
ington, owns part or all of 7 1/2 indi- 
viduals with Shamrock Farms Co. of 
Chandler, Arizona, finishing with seven. 
Raymond Orisio Jr. of Woodburn, Ore- 
gon, owns all or aprt of 7 1/12 CPI cows. 

Dairymen use CPI results as a tool 
to breed better Guernseys and to im- 
prove the entire breed with genetic prog- 
ress for both production and type. The 
300 females with the highest CPIs follow.

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Multiple Component Pricing 
An Excerpt From The Holstein Milk Advisory Committee 


Numerous issues are being dis- 
cussed as the dairy industry works 
on its portion of the 1990 Farm Bill. 
The most widely discussed topics 
appear to be supply management, 
milk price supports and various 
items concerning Federal Milk 
Marketing Orders (FMMO). 

Like other industries, the dairy 
industry often focuses on specific 
areas instead of the basic underly- 
ing issue. The dairy industry has 
consistently failed to address its 
basic challenge which is to have a 
market-oriented and equitable milk 
pricing system. While supply man- 
agement and price supports are 
important, a market-oriented and 
equitable milk pricing system prices 
milk on their most valuable compo- 
nents as contained in products 
purchased by the consumer. 

This pricing system has been 
called Multiple Component Pricing 
(MCP) and bases the prices of milk 
on two or more milk components of 
value which, according to today’s 
market are butterfat and protein. 
One of the objections to MCP is that 
it is a breed issue not a dairy issue. 
MCP is no more a breed issue than 
butterfat differentials which have 
been around for approximately 50 
years. 

The milk pricing system, used 
in 39 of the 40 FMMOs which regu- 
late the pricing of about 80% of the 
nation’s Grade A milk production, 
is a skim-butterfat pricing system. 
This system primarily pays dairy 
farmers for the skim and butterfat 
content in their milk. The skim 
portion of the milk contains the 
nonfat solids such as protein, lac- 
tose and calcium which are not 
valued. The skim-butterfat milk 
pricing system should be changed 
since it fails to meet the criteria for 
any pricing system, it is not mar- 
ket-oriented, it is not equitable, nor 
is it adaptable to the future. 

Amarket-oriented system would 
give dairy farmers clear economic 
signals to produce the kind of milk 
components processors and manu- 
facturers need to profitably and 
efficiently provide consumers with 
the kind of dairy products they 


demand and use. The dairy indus- 
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try must not forget that it is the con- 
sumer who is the ultimate judge 
and will determine if the dairy in- 
dustry will prosper or perish. 
Today consumers are drinking 
more lowfat and skim milk than 
whole milk. Since 1970 per capita 
consumption of lowfat and skim 
milk has more than doubled and 
per capita consumption of whole 
milk has decreased over 50%. 
Consumers are purchasing more 
manufactured products, such as 
cheese, which has more than 
doubled in the past 15 years. The 
largest increase has been in cheeses 
that contain less fat like mozzarella. 
Most dairy experts predict these 
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consumption patterns will continue. 

Based on these trends the non- 
fat portion of milk, the protein, cal- 
cium and other nonfat solids are of 
great importance for two reasons: 

1. The nonfat or skim portion of 
milk is supplying more of milk’s 
nutrition and taste due to the in- 
creased consumption of lowfat and 
skim milk. 

2. In most manufacturing prod- 
ucts, the nonfat solids are the main 
determinant of yield. 

These changing consumer prefer- 
ences and the greater economic value 
of milk’s skim portion is recognized 
by USDA. The last two milk price 
support adjustments increased the 
economic value of the skim portion 
of milk relative to fat. 

The current skim-butterfat milk 
pricing system does not encourage 
dairy farmers to increase the non- 
fat solids portion of their milk. What 
it does, is tell the dairy farmer to 
produce one thing while consum- 
ers are telling us they want the 
opposite. Such a system is ineffi- 
cient and not in the best interest of 
the dairy industry. 

It is essential that dairy farmers 


are given the economic incentive to 
produce components in the skim 
portion of milk that have nutri- 
tional and economic value. The milk 
pricing system needs to recognize 
the changing consumer demand, 
the nutritional value of milk and be 
in tune with what the dairy indus- 
try is marketing and promoting. 

The milk pricing system needs 
to be responsive to the consumer 
while giving advantages to the pro- 
ducer and the processors. It also 
needs to be able to adapt to future 
technologies and change. 

The milk pricing system must 
be equitable to both the milk seller 
and milk buyer. Under skim-but- 
terfat pricing, a dairy farmer is paid 
the same for the skim portion of 
milk whether it contains two pounds 
of protein or three pounds of pro- 
tein. In fact, water receives the same 
price as protein. 

Not many agricultural products 
are purchased or sold in which

products with different nutritional 
analysis have the same price. Does 
a dairy farmer pay the same price 
for a 20% protein feed as a 16% 
protein feed? Should milk be priced 
any differently? Why should a dairy 
farmer who produces milk with 
greater economic value be paid the 
same price as one who produces 
milk with less economic value? 

A MCP system will correct these 
shortcomings of the skim-butterfat 
milk pricing system. The MCP plan 
is market-oriented and equitable 
because it will price milk based on 
their most valuable components, 
butterfat and protein. This would 
give dairy farmers a clear signal to 
produce the kind of milk consum- 
ers are demanding. 

MCP is also fair to both the dairy 
farmer and milk buyer. The re- 
sponse to a MCP system is greater 
efficiency and profitability in the 
dairy industry. As dairy farmers 
produce the milk components 
demanded by the industry, milk 
plant efficiency will improve as a 
result of increased product yields. 
Fluid consumers will receive a bet- 
ter bottle of milk, one that is higher 
in nutrition and taste. This will lead 
to higher producer prices, increased 
dairy sales and provide consumers 
with reasonable dairy product prices. 

Most European countries use 
MCP and have done so successfully 
for many years. The majority of the 
dairy companies in Australia and 
New Zealand implemented MCP this 
past July. The Ontario, Canada Milk 
Marketing Board announced they 
will adopt a MCP plan August 1, 
1991. Costa Rica has already im- 
plemented MCP. The United States 
and Canada are the only major 
dairy producing countries without 
mandatory MCP. 

In the United States, California 
has used a MCP plan since 1962. 
USDA reports that nationwide, over 
one-half of all Federal Order pro- 
ducers are eligible to participate in 
voluntary MCP programs. These 
MCP plans are found in 27 states. 
About 70 percent use protein while 
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the rest use SNF as the second 
component in addition to butterfat. 
Ifnon-Federal order producers (such 
as California and manufacturing 
producers) are included, than over 
60 percent of the nation’s milk supply 
is eligible to be priced under MCP. 

The first FMMO was implemented 
on April 1, 1988. Under the Great 
Basin plan producers are paid based 
on three factors. First, they are paid 
for their total pounds of protein at a 
producer protein price per pound; 
second, their total pounds of but- 
terfat at a butterfat price per pound 
and third, their total hundredweight 
of production at a weighted average 
differential price per hundredweight. 
This weighted average differential 
represents each producer’s share 
of Class I and II fluid milk differen- 
tials. The Great Basin plan has a 
method of handling Class I milk 
which insures fluid handlers main- 
tain equal raw product costs under 
MCP. 

There is interest in implement- 
ing MCP in other FMMOs. This past 
April saw MCP on the docket at the 
hearing to consider a FMMO for 
North and South Carolina. The major 
cooperatives in the Eastern Ohio- 
Western Pennsylvania, Middle At- 
lantic and Ohio Valley FMMOs have 
drafted proposals to implement MCP 
in their respective orders. There is 
also strong interest by the major co- 
operatives in other orders. 

After careful study and discus- 
sion, many of the nation’s national 
dairy organizations are on record 
supporting MCP. Among these are: 
the National Milk Producers Fed- 
eration, National DHIA, American 
Farm Bureau Federation, United 
States Cheesemakers Association 
and four dairy breed organizations. 
The National Commission on Dairy 
Policy included a positive statement 
on MCP in its report. The report 
recommended, “USDA should con- 
sider encouraging all FMMOs in the 
country to adopt a component pric- 
ing plani for paying producers.” 

Dairy farmers have the produc- 
tion tools to respond to a MCP sys- 
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tem. All active-Al sires have protein 
information, protein is included in 
the measurement for genetic merit 
from the breed association, DHIA 
provides protein testing and lead- 
ing agriculture universities can pro- 
vide information on management 
under MCP. The only thing lacking 
is the milk pricing system which 
gives dairy farmers the economic 
incentive to put these tools into 
practice. 

Guernsey breeders need to take 
this opportunity to continue the 
efforts made to strengthen the dairy 
industry and to establish a MCP 
pricing plan.

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Feed 
Management 


This is a new column on feed 
management which will be run in 
every other issue of the Journal. A 
different farm operation will be se- 
lected for each article. The main 
purpose of this column will be to 
show the diversity of feeding prac- 
tices across the country and the 
importance a good feeding program 
plays in maintaining a productive 
herd. 

The first article on feed manage- 
ment features the feeding practices 
of Alan and Barbara Mann of Abiqua 
Acres in Silverton, Oregon. Their 
100 per cent Guernsey herd con- 
sists of 75 cows, 35 bred heifers 
and 45 open heifers. Over the past 
three years the Mann’s herd has 
been listed as one of the top 30 
herds for milk and butterfat. In 
1988 their herd was ranked first for 
butterfat at 843F and fourth for 
milk at 18,037M. 


1. What do you consider to be 
the key factor in obtaining your 
RHA, which is? 

Consistency in all phases of man- 
agement is the key factor to main- 
taining a high rolling herd average 
(RHA). Since we have been unable 
to keep our feeding program con- 
sistent during the past two or three 
years, our RHA is down over 1,500 
pounds to 15,471M 718F on 74 
cows. 

We like to handle the cows the 
same way every day with a consis- 
tent milking and feeding schedule, 
making as few changes as possible 
in the feed ration. What changes 
are made, are made as slowly as 
possible to give each individual time 
to adjust. 

Starting about three years ago, 
the feed company we had used over 
the past 10 years was sold and/or 
merged twice. AS management 
changed, their philosophy changed 
to more of a least-cost ration pro- 
gram. We were unable to fit their 
canola oil and meal, into our ration- 
- cows were totally resistant to the 
taste of the feed. 

Our special situation is that we 
feed a high volume of grain only in 
the parlor, twice a day. This re- 
quires the cows to eat a large amount 
of grain in a hurry (they need to like 
the taste) and they must have a 
ration that can be digested and 


utilized a large amount at a time. 
The changes the feed company rec- 
ommended did not work and we 
eventually got to a point where 
production and herd health were 
way off. 

For a short period of time we fed 
with a company who was not able to 
provide a consistent feed every time 
it was delivered. This compounded 
our problems. We have now been 
with a third company for over a year 
and are still trying to fine tune their 
available feeds to our management 
style and the needs of our herd. 


2. What compounds and per- 
centage make up the milking 
herd’s feed ration? 

The milking herd is fed a 19% 
custom grain ration at the rate of 
one pound per three pounds fat 
corrected milk (FCM). This ration 
consists of rolled corn, rolled bar- 
ley, whole cottonseed, a cotton pel- 
let, protein pellet, fully extruded 
soybeans (FES), molasses and fat. 
Cows also receive approximately 
30-50 pounds of cannery waste corn 
silage and 10-15 pounds of top 
quality alfalfa hay. Over the hay we 
feed five pounds per cow of a 50/50 
beet pulp/whole cottonseed mix. 

We are currently trying two 
pounds per day of distillers grain 
also fed outside over the hay. Pas- 
ture is available seasonally and hay 
and corn silage are adjusted ac- 
cordingly. We do not have irrigation 
so pasture varies in quantity and 
quality throughout the year. 

FES is a new ingredient in our 
ration which comes highly recom- 
mended by the feed company, ex- 
tension agent and other dairymen. 
We are currently without beet pulp 
pellets in our parlor ration which 
may be hindering digestibility and 
utilization of the grain. 


3. How much (Ibs.) per cow is 
fed and number times per day? 
Cows receive the grain ration 
twice a day in the parlor. Hay is fed 
five times per day; corn and the 
other outside concentrates four times 
per day. 


4. Where do you seek assis- 
tance when establishing your 
feeding program? 

Our feed company salesman, 
who has some experience and train- 
ing in nutrition, is our first resource 
when making ration changes. Any 
major change is reviewed by our 
extension dairy specialist. 


5. What feed additives do you 
use? 

Our custom ration includes a 
complete mineral pellet, bicarb and 
a zinc/niacin pellet. Loose, high 
phosphorous mineral and an io- 
dized salt block are also provided 
free choice in a mineral feeder. 


6. What type of hay is fed and 
how often, specify group break 
downs. 

The milking herd receives top 
quality alfalfa hay, averaging 20 
percent protein, five times a day. 
We try to mix in bales of leafy third 
or fourth cutting for high protein 
and digestibility with steamier first 
or second cutting (which averages 
17% protein) for its fiber content. 


7. Describe your heifer feeding 
program? heifer feeding program? 
Heifers are grazed on perma- 
nent, non-irrigated pasture, receive 
home grown grass hay and are 
supplemented with protein blocks, 
loose mineral and salt. 


8. Do you use a computer feed- 
ing system? 

No. We were considering one 
when our herd average was increas- 
ing steadily, but we never felt that 
we had reached peak production 
with the feeding program we were 
using. The advantage we see in a 
computer feeder is spreading the 
grain feeding out over the whole 
day rather than feeding a large 
amount at once in the parlor. Also, 
it would allow us to feed a separate 
ration to fresh and/or heavily milk- 
ing cows which could be tailored to 
their special needs. We might con- 
sider a computer feeder in the fu- 
ture, when our production is again 
at a higher level. 


9. What is most beneficial in 
your feeding program? 

The most beneficial change we 
have made in our feeding program 
was the addition, about seven and 
eight years ago, of whole cottonseed 
to the ration. Milk production and 
fat test both responded positively to 
this change. We feed a 50/50 whole 
cottonseed/beet pulp mix because 
this mix can be augured by a feed 
truck into our storage bin and 
because we feel the beet pulp pro- 
vides an excellent source of fiber 
and bulk in the ration along with 
increased palatability over cotton- 
seed alone.

10. What changes have you 
made that have not worked? 

In the past we have tried beta 
carotene and yeast without any 
noticeable results. We also tried 
Alkaten rather than bicarb as a 
buffer and it seemed not to work as 
well for us. We are currently trying 
distillers grain fed outside which 
does not look too promising. Cows 
do not seem to like the taste, and 
without a mixer wagon we are not 
able to mix it throughout the feed, 
allowing too much waste and cows 
who like it to consume too much. 


11. How many nutritionists/ 
consultants have you used prior 
to the one you have now? 

We have consulted with a couple 
of other extension agents and nu- 
tritionists employed by the feed 
companies we are feeding with. We 
have not hired an independent 
nutritional consultant, because we 
make as few feeding changes as 
possible we do not see the need to 
consult a nutritionist regularly. 
Based on our philosophy of consis- 
tency in feeding, we have a stand- 
ing order with the feed company to 
notify us before any ration changes 
are made. We do not allow them to 
“least-cost” our ration, feeling that 
the consistency of the ration pays 
off in the long run with consistent 
production over the fluctuating cost 
of individual feed ingredients. 


12. When did you first bring in 
outside help and why? 

We have utilized the knowledge 
of the extension agents and feed 
company personnel as long as they 
have been available. Using outside 
resources keeps our perspective and 
is always appropriate. 


13. What are the biggest 
changes in your operation in the 
past five years? Ten years? 

As detailed earlier, the addition 
of cottonseed to the ration is the 
biggest feeding change we have made 
in the last 10 years. Other changes 
include a new springer and calving 
facility that allows us to take better 
care of our cows just before calving. 
We also built a small “special care” 
facility which allows us to bring 
fresh cows onto feed slowly and give 
special care to lame and/or sick 
cows. 

We are currently upgrading our 
free stall barn, shorting up the stalls 


to more modern specifications and 
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putting in loop stalls, tires in con- 
crete and a neck rail, hoping to 
keep cows cleaner and prevent udder 
injuries, which we sometimes have 
in the current facility. 


14. How are your dry cows 
handled? 

Cows are dry treated in all quar- 
ters at drying off time. They receive 
pasture, grass hay and clean up 
the alfalfa stems behind the milk- 
ing herd. We are trying to pay closer 
attention to mineral balance for dry 
cows and are currently trying a dry 


cow supplement for this purpose. 

Two weeks prior to their due 
date, cows are moved into the calv- 
ing facility. Here they receive six 
pounds/day of the milking herd 
grain ration, a vitamin/mineral 
supplement pellet designed for dry 
cows and grass hay. They are also 
started on a small amount of corn 
silage and alfalfa hay. Cows receive 
a vitamin A and D shot 60 days 
before calving and vitamin E and 
selenium shots 30 days before their 
due date. 


15. How are springing heifers 
handled 60 days prior to calving? 
Springing heifers are handled 
the same as the dry cows and in the 
same group. The only exception is 
that they spend about a week, three 
weeks before calving in with the 
milking herd to get them used to the 
parlor and the milking herd’s rou- 
tine. 


16. How much trouble do you 
have with: retained placentas, 
milk fever, displaced abomasum, 
ketosis, problem breeders and how 
do you manage them? 

We have almost no problem with 
milk fever or DAs and ketosis is 
seen only as a secondary to metritis 
or.other persistent problems which 
drain energy from a cow. Retained 
placentas have increased during 
the past two or three years and this 
has probably contributed to an in- 
crease in problem breeders. 


We are trying to correct the 
problem of retained placentas by 
focusing on dry cow minerals and 
in improved mineral pack for the 
milking herd. Problem breeders are 
checked at our monthly herd health 
exam and treated appropriately, but 
we feel the overall nutritional bal- 
ance in the herd is the key here. 

During the last couple of years 
we have lost several high producing 
cows to a variety of ailments due to 
the feeding problems we have had. 
Poor nutrition in the previous lacta- 
tion did not prepare them properly 
to deal with the stresses of calving 
and starting a new high producing 
lactation. Maintaining a top milk- 
ing herd demands constant atten- 
tion to meeting all the needs of all 
the cows.

Purebred Dairy Cattle 
Association Meets 

Representatives from each of the six 
dairy breed registry associations which 
comprise the Purebred Dairy Cattle 
Association (PDCA) held their summer 
board meeting in Niagara Falls, New 
York. The main topic of discussion was 
bovine somatrophin (BST). 

Noting that a number of the dairy 
breed registry associations have recently 
adopted resolutions concerning BST, 
PDCA President Stuart Rowe, a Milking 
Shorthorn breeder from Davis, Califor- 
nia, suggested that possible adverse 
consumer reaction to dairy products has 
prompted concerns from dairymen. 

It was decided that to help present 
the facts to the public, letters should be 
drafted to the four pharmaceutical com- 
panies who are producing BST to seek 
their cooperation and participation in a 
consumer education program. 

Adecision was also made that a com-
